Gross! 5 s gather -was a native Americas bora in Paterson, Kasr 'Jersey., separated from the 
mother when Gross!.was approximately three years cf age* They were later divorced and 
the present- whereabouts of the father is Unknown* He states that his father vras a 
commarical artist and has been arrested on a number of occasions for passing worthless 
checks, drunkenness and non support* There ia very little other information in our 
files on the father* His mother was- horn in Paterson, Hew Jersey* and is being sup- 
ported by her second husband* He s bates that the relationships with his mother have 
not been good and he does not desire to have any contact with her while he is at the 
institution* 

Gross! states that he has one brother and one sister, both older than hs and that 
dresses are unknown* he says that they both have been in difficulty with the law and 
hs has had little or no contact with them in. recent years* 

Gross! was bom August 5, 1928, at Paterson. Near Jersey, to native American parents. 

In so fax’ as he can remember. Gross! claims fair health as a child states that he liv¬ 
ed in the home with his moth r during his early life* He says that he began school at 
the age of seven and made normal progress completing approximately nine grades* The 
record indicates that during these early years, Gross!, was alert and aggressive and 
was beyond the control of his mother* At approximately tbs age of 3 2 t he had been 
placed in various foster homes and by 1943, he had failed to adjust in at leasts dif¬ 
ferent foster homes* During these years. Gross! had attended various public schools 
in Patez’son and had held several minor jobs such as newspaper carrier, milkman helper, 
and bakery truck helper* On one occasion, he took a battery valued at $'20 o 00 from one 
foster father and embsaalad §12.00 received from selling newspapers* He was quite fre¬ 
quently truant from school and in 1943, when he was approximately 15, he ran away from, 
one of his foster homes* Starch of 1943, QrossS. was ebjag^ttsd; tilths. sfc»t>e hem for 
boy» in Jajtissburg, Hew* Jersey to (.serve an •iiidslvgmU’iat# sentence for juvenile delin¬ 
quency (stealing)* His progress was fair while at the institution but he escaped in 
August of 1943 and was apprehended three days later in Pennsylvania end was returned to 
the institution* He escaped for the second time in March of 1944 end never returned to 
the institution* However- he was considers-.' trustworthy acting as a junior night watch 
man for a period of time and received satisfactory -work reports working in the cream- 
sry* Bellowing his escape. Gross! went to S&vanah, Georgia where he was arrested for 
wearing the uniform of the United States Navy but the charge was dismissed* Al e was 
next heard of in Hew Orleans where he was arrested by the U* o c Marshal and was given 
seven days on a charge of impersonation* our records indicate that Gross! migrated to 
Miami in December of 1944 and then returned to Gbreveport, Louisiana where hs .was ar¬ 
rested in B'ebruary of 1945 for investigation but was released outright * Apparently he 
then went ‘to Chicago where he was arrested in 1946 on a forgery charge and was removed 
by the U* Marshal to Detroit on a charge of impersonation* A two year sentence was 
imposed upon him and he was committed to the USP, Terra Haute, Indiana* following ad¬ 
mission, Gross! was assigned to the educational department as a teacher in the art 
classes and was described as being dependable and received satisfactory work reports* 

His conduct ‘was clear and. his overall institutional adjustment was satisfactory prior 
to his parole in January of 1949° Gross! stales that following his release from Terre 
Haute, he obtained work as a free lance cartoonist* He states that he continued in Ms 
occupation for approximately two years but we have no verification on this employment* 
Gross! was next arrested, in Indianapolis in July of 1949 for investigation of violation 
of the Ayer Act and was turned over to the U. 6* Marshal at St* Paul where he was held 
in jail until removal to Dallas, Texas in September of 1949 when he received a three 
year sentence for violation of the Iyer Act and. was committed to £1 Reno in October of 
the same year* Gross! was assS-gned a.s editor of the inmate 5 s publication at HI R@no 
and his work was outstanding and he received meritorious good time end pay* had

home and subsequently-was tried ia various foster homes but failed to” make a proper 
adjustment. He has not had the benefit cf consistent stable parental supervision and 
he seems unstable in his social adjustment and has reacted aggressively towards his 
environment, His pa3i behavior seems to indicate a lack of good judgement and. insight 
into his personal problems and he has failed to demonstrate his ability to control him¬ 
self'.in a socially acceptable way in relation, to himself and his environment. Gross! 
should be encouraged in the institutional programs that are available which are design¬ 
ed for developing insight in to personal difficulties and developing new attitudes to¬
